Tub following is an excerpt from 
an address recently delivered by 
Dr. .lames L. Smith, t>l Minnesota, 
entitled " The Brotherhood <»f Man." 
Dr. Smlth'i reputation as a judicial, 
broad-minded sobolar, as well at 
his long years of experience in the 
ednoation of the deaf, gives added 
fores and the weight of authority to 
his atteranoess — 

The brotherhood of the deaf is h 
brotherhood of misfortune. Deaf- 
ness is a misfortune, lot us say 
what we will, n ean bo, us in our 
cases, greatly alleviated by ednoa- 
tion and environment. Bnl a mis- 
fortune it is, and a misfortune it 
will remain to the end of time. 
'Phis misfortune is the cement that 
binds together the brotherhood of 
the deaf. Tim 'leaf have been cull- 
ed " clannish " as a term of re 
proach. But the spirit underlying 
the origin of the won! has nothing 
of reproach in it. The clan was a 
brotherhood of relationship that 
stood against wrong ami oppres- 
sion. The members of the dan 
were over read} to defend them- 
selves and i heir brotbei members 
against every foe The* spirit of 

OlannlnhneSS is the spirit that leads 
men to stand shoulder to shoulder 

against some common danger or 
common wrong, or in defense of 

some great principle. Il may be 
prostituted to base uses, bUtSO may 
many other principles great and 

noble in themselves. 

Why should not I he deaf be clan 
nishV Thejl have every reason to tic 

so. They are bill following the call 

of nai urit. It i« not the deaf alone 

who show tin- clannish tendency 

We see svideuos of the same ten- 
dency all around us among people 
who arc not deaf. In our large ol ties 
we have the Irish quarter, theGer 
man quarter, the Italian quarter, 
the Ghetto, the Chinatown. And 

even ill the QOUDtry districts the 

"clannish" tendency Is shown by the 
disposition of foreign Immigrants to 
establish themselves In oolontes. 
Furthermore, 'professional men, as 

doctors and lawyers, incline In I 
grcgale in same or adjacent liuild- 
IngS. And in business every city 
has its wholesale quarter, its retail 

quarter, Its manufacturing center. 
Olannlsbness is universal among 

mankind, wherever oommon in- 
terests draw men together. 

Is it clannish for the deaf lo be 
drawn together by their common 
misfortune? Then are we clannish. 
i clannish for the deaf lo love 
and (ding lo the sign-langiiageV 
Then are we clannish. Is il clannish 
fur the deaf to enjoy meeting 
together socially to form assoolatl 
for common benefit? Then 

we clannish. 
There are weight] reasons why 

the deaf should heed the call of 

brotherhood and get together and 

stand together. Their lights 

threatened and their welfare 

menaced by irrational enthusiasts, 
who work upon public opinion by 
questionable means. The law re- 

illy passed by the Legislature of 

btaska is a cine in point ? I look 
upon the passage of thai law as a 
marked instance of injustice. No 

class of people who had the strength 
of numbers would permit themselves 

lo be treated by theii legislature, ftH 
the deaf people of Nebiaskll were 
treated. What does the 
legislator know about the deaf and 

their education T Nothing ! Did the 
legislators of Nebraska consider the 

question fairly and judicially? Did 
they I iv to inform themselves "here 
tbSJ w< ant? Did they call 

upon the most interested, the people 



who alone could testify truly on the 
basis of experience — the deaf — to 
give their evidence? Not at all. 

The legislatives committees listened 
to the arguments of a few persons 

who wished to change the policy of 
the School for (he Deaf. The 
legislature listened to the com- 
mittees, and the bill went through 
with a rush. 

This in not this only instance of 
its kind to which wo can point. 
Often and often have the weightiest 
mailers relating to the education 
ami welfare of this deaf been do 

termined without giving them a 

chance to lie heard. The finely 
spun theories of people who have 
had no real association with the deaf 
carry more weight, than the tesli 
inony of the deaf themselves, who 
have experienced the elVccts of this 
or that method. People will assail 
and condemn the sign-language who 
do not, know or understand onesigll 
from another, and, what is worse, 
the gullible publio will accept what 
they say rather t ban the testimony 
of the deaf who KNOW. There is 
an absurdity almost laughable in 
the whole thing, ('mi you Imagine 
any body of intelligent people iziv- 

Ing heed and credence to an attach 

on the Latin language by a man 
who knew not a word of il? 

In all other affairs of the world, 
expert opinion is what is sought for 
and what Carries weight. When 

Congress is wrestling with the tariff 
schedules, experts in wool, lumber, 
steel, sugar, etc., are summoned 
and examined as the various ques- 
tions OOme U p. When tho laws is 

seeking for tho truth, it calls for 
those who are supposed to know the 
bruth. When the question is one 

of medical science, a blacksmith is 
not called lo givo his opinion. 
When il is a case of forgery, a 
street sweeper is not summoned 
to tell what be knows about hand- 
writing. 

It does seem as ii it is only in the 
case of the deaf and Ihoil education 
and welfare that I he principle of 
taking testimony from those best 
fitted lo give il is lost sight of. 
The deaf are not called 11(1011 for 

their testimony as to facts relating 

to their education and welfare. 
They are shoved aside, indicted, 
tried, and condemned without a 
chance to be heard in their own 
cause. 

I wisli to say right hero that the 
people who do these things am good 
people, earnest people, well-mean 
log people. Their motives are all 
right. But unfortunately, human 
motives SS Often lead IntO error as 
Into right. As much harm is done 
by Well-meaning people as by ill- 
meaning people. The well mean- 
ing fool commits blunders. Him 
we can pity and excuse. lint the 
well-meaning theorist and reformer 

often Commits crimes. Those peo- 
ple who WOUld establish nialism 

the sole method of education for 

the deaf, who would kill or bury 
the sign-language, who would isolate 
the deaf among the hearing and 
prevent their association with one 
another- -those people undoubtedly 
mean well. So did the old lady of 
the falde who bough slave, 

and thinking his color was duo U) 

the neglect of former masters, had 

him scrubbed and scrubbed until 
he OaUght his death of cold. So 
did tho judges and cleruy of New 
land moan well, when they suc- 
cumbed to the witchcraft frenzy 

and imprisoned and hanged many 
unfortunate persons, thereby plac 

Inga blot upon the pages or our 

history that time cannot remove. 
So have many other people, the 
world over, in all ages, meant well 
when they have ravaged with lire 
and sword to compel other people lo 
their way of thinking. 



It is right for 111011 to think for 
themselves, to form their own 
opinions on others by superior 
might, then is the way opened for 
untold wrong and oppression. 
Intolerance is the greatest source of 
woe and wrong in the world. It has 
caused more war and bloodshed 
than all other causes combined. 

Millions of Innocent people have 

been burned, hanged, massacred, 
because they refused to accept tho 
opinions of those who were strongoi 
than thoy. The pages of history 
are Stained with the blood of mar- 
tyrs to intolerance. Intolerance 
still exists among us, though, thank 
(bid! the auto da fe, the rack, the 
Wheel, and gibbet are not permitted. 

Hut intolerance still accomplishes its 

aim by other means, and not infre- 
quently by "due process of law," as 
in Nebraska recently. 

The attempt of many people to 
force oralism upon the deaf of this 
country anil to do away with the 
Sign-language against their will, is 

a species -of intolerance. Person- 
ally 1 am ill favor of oral teaching 
as a pari of thfl broadest and lies' 
scheme of educating the deaf. 1 
believe that every child should have 
a fair opportunity lo profit by 
speech ami lip reading. Everj 
deaf child has a right to learn tho 

sign-language if it wishes. But 

when tho extreme advocates of 
oralism claim everything for their 
method and grant nothing, then is 
it time to call a hall. Then is it 
time loi the deaf lo stand together 

and fight for their rights. 

1 1 is a hard light that is before 
us, foi the reason that our enemies 
do not light fair. Kiaud, misre- 
presentation, exaggeration, undue 
influence are used to gain their 

ends. Who can say that tho oral- 
isls gained their Oase in the Ne- 
braska Legislature by an honest 
an I open li^hl ? We all know it 
was not so. 1 1 seems Strange that 

men ami women of education and 
refinement should lend themselves 
to deceit, tacitly, if not actively. 
It is, always has boon, a common 
thing I'm " semi mutes" lobe put 
forward on the platform at public 

exhibitions and allowed lo "speak 

a piece." They do il well; the 
public are a mated at the result of 
oral teaching, and begin to clamor 
that it bo made universal. If this 
is not a fraud, what is il? Tin* 

iated Dress gives out a state- 
men t that deaf poople make it a 
practice to gO lo theatres and read 
the lips of actors. This is copied 
all 0VSJ the country ami goes 
further toward deceiving the loo 
gullible public. The deaf protest 
against it as false. Hut do (hell 
protests gel into the Associated 

Press? Not much? Do leading 

oralists, men and WO men of char- 

ir and standing, take 1 1 1 

trouble to deny such falsehoods? 

They do not. A certain person 

advertises an oral school for young 

children, promising to take the 

children, and in a marvelously 
Short time, fix them to enter public 
schools and academies for the Ii. 

Ing. This is fraud. pule and 
simple. Do the oralists lepud 
such preposterous claim made for 
their method? They do not. The 

fact is that the oral movement profits 

by all these frauds and misrepn 

tat ions, inasmuch as the general 

publio are easily misled.

of E. D. Morgan. His progress waa 
so marked that in two yesrs he waa

At the death of Gov- 
ernor Morgan, Mr. Terry became 
id of the honse, and for nearly 
sixty years has been a commanding 
figure in financial and commercial 
affairs of New York City.

Dear Mr. Br>lTOB : — A few 
weeks ago a friend sent nie a copy of 
the Washing Ionian , published at-the 
Vancouver, Wash., School. 

The issue bore date of March r 3, 

Kindly keep your mental eye on 
the date, Mr. Editor. 

The front page tintinabulates with 
a political bim-boom for the Honor- 
able Ail-off Hanson to succeed him- 
self as president of the N. A. D. 
Among other things it contains an ex- 
cerpt from the British DeaJ Times. 

The excerpt made me curious. 

The style, that is, the verbiage 
and incoherent thought of the ex- 
cerpt, were cast in the same mould 
as the rest of the bim-boom. Both 
were evidently the product of the 
same mind and pen. 

The excerpt bore none of the 
ear-marks, none of the conservative 
statement and careful diction, I had 
come to look for in past years in the 
utterances of Mr. Joseph Hepworth, 
editor of the Times, and his British 
co-laborers.

cent to the Association." 

Very likely James Fritz speaks for 
himself. He did come a thousand 
or more miles to attend the only N. 
A.I), convention he has so far seen. 
As for the rest, the earnest men and 
women who pay good money to 
travel " thousands of miles" to at- 
tend the N. A. D. meetings, they are 
the same who have kept their mem- 
bership intact year in and year out. 

James Fritz has earned and should 
receive the resentment of every mem- 
ber and friend of the Association, of 
the American deaf as a body, in thus 
conveying to the minds of our British 
friends the impression that the re- 
presentative Americap deaf, who 
from convention to convention have 
formed the back-bone, the brain, 
brawn and sinew of the N. A. D 
for thirty years- past, are a lot of 
shilly-shallying fly-by-uights, intent 
only to gorge themselves at a ban- 
quet or cultivate their corns at a 
ball. 

And again will James Fritz kindly 
prove that while just before the last 
convention "there were less than 
seventy-five paid-up members, to- 
day there are over five hundred." 

Evidently it did not occur to 
James F. that the Association has 
less members in good standing now 
that it had when his great god Bil- 
liken took over the reins of office. 
There were then 386 paid-up mem- 
bers, as against 314 now on the Trea- 
surer's books. For three years the 
Honorable Ail-off has been emitting 
periodical whines that the deaf ever- 
where become members of the As- 
sociation. To be sure it is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished, 
but these whines have so far left 
thousands unresponsive, who, had 
the Honorable Ail-off really been 
the " wise and capable" leader, and 
he really " more than made good," 
as James Fritz would have us be- 
lieve, would have listened and be- 
come members. Nor is this all. 
Could the 260 who voted at the 
Colorado Springs Congress be col- 
lected together again, and who know 
and understand the Honorable Ail- 
off now as they did not know and 
understand him then, were another 
vote for president to be taken and 
for the same candidates, the Honor- 
able Ail-off would not muster a cor- 
poral's guard outside the Washing- 
ton delegation. 

One thing more. Will Jam. 
kindly specify, name us the names 
of the elective officers of the As- 
sociation who ' ' have not made 
good." Specify, Fritzie, dear, and 
state wherein they fell short or 
violated the trust imposed in them. 
In the minds of many they may be 
the very officers who have rendered 
the best service to the Association. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit 
me to express my belief that press- 
stttffing may be as reprehensible and 
unprofitable both for the stuffer and 
the stuffee as ballot-box stuffing.

Seattle, Wash. 

In Seattle, there is an organization 
known as the " N. A. D. Boosters," 
which meets once a month and dis- 
cusses matters relating to the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf. Much 
good has been accomplished in the 
short time the organization has been 
in existence, not the least of which 
was the addition of at least ten mem 
bers to the National Association. 
The subject of proxy voting at con- 
ventions of the National Association 
received special consideration at the 
hands of a committee appointed by 
the president of the Boosters Am- 
endments to the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the N. A. D. have come 
in for much discussion at more than 
one session. The combined system 
and oral method of educating the 
deaf have been on the boards more or 
less. The sum total of the monthly 
meetings is that President Hanson of 
the National Association, has been 
given dozens of good suggestions for 
the advancement of the N. A. I)., 
and many of these he has utili 
will utilize at the proper moment. 

I*. L. Axiing is the president of 

the N. A. I). Boosters and A. W. 
Wright is Secretary. Mr. Hanson is 
always an interested attendant and 
frequently takes the floor. 

During the March meeting, the 
appended resolutions were adopted 
and instructions^ give to have a copy 
sent to the Journal for publication. 
It was the inference of every one who 
had read the paragraph in the N A. 
D. report that the dig at Mr. Mea- 
gher was more in the nature of spite 
work than a faithful chronicle of 
what took place at the Colorado 
Springs convention, and it was this 
that provoked the preparation and 
adoption of the resolutions. 

" Whkkkas, In the report of the 
last National Convention, on page 80, 
there is a paragraph reflecting on our 
fellow citizen, J. Frederick Meagher, 
be it ; therefore, 

" Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this Society that said paragraph is a 
gross exaggeration, largely untrue,
